SKIPPED WITH A DOMESTIC. 


9 On the 27th day of June Wilson Kampf, a shoe- bur- 
pisber, formerly emploved with Messrs. Stribley & 
Co., of Cincinnati, eloped with Miss Tillie Vinel, who 
hud been employed as a domestic in the same city. In 
flight he took his son along with him, a lad of eleven 
years of age. Kampf resided in Cincinnati, at the cor- 
ner of Henry and Race streets occupying rooms on 
the second floor. His wife was a Miss Mary Myer, 
whom he married twelve years ago on Oct. 6, 1873, at 
the residence of the bride’s parents. 

Kampf is described asa man thirty years of age on 
the 7th of June last, weighing about 150 to 155 pounds, 
of light brown complexion, light blue eyes, with bad, 
decayed-looking tecth. He is an inveterate smoker 


ot cigars, and addicted to tobacco chewing, besides | 


frequently indulging in beer drinking and lounging 
about beer halls and saloons. 

He hasatbick upper lip. light brown hair, ard is 
about 5 feet 9 inches in beight and is of German birth. 





He wears a No.7 shoe, generally a patent leather 
button shoe, box-toed, and always wenring white 
socks. 

Miss Tillie Vinel, the girl with whom he eloped, was 
twenty-seven years ot age on the 17th of June last, and 
is the daughter of French and German parents. 

She is about five feet three or four inches in height, 
verv well developed, weighing about 135 pounds, of 
dark complexion, with large and full black eyes, 

Kampt leaves a wite and two little girls in destitute 
circumstances, having taken with him all the money 
which they possessed. The deserted wife has been 
obliged to seek employment, andis now a domestic at 
tbe Parvis House. Her children have been placed in 
the custody of her parents. 

Previous to Jeaving Kampt drew from a building as- 
sociation all the money he had saved for,as the de- 
serted wife had supposed, a rainy day. He made 
good wages and could easily support his little family, 
but he evidently is a man with a natural fondness tor 
straying after strange goddesses. The first time he 
ever saw Miss Vinel she was engaged in the delectable 
employment of scrubhing the front steps of the house 
on Seventh street, where she was employed. Kampf 
was attracted by the voluptuous form and well-turned 
ankle of the lively Tillie, and, she being not averse, 
he mate an engagement with her. They made an 
arrangement to meet subsequently, and in time con- 
cluded to elope. 

The case has been placed in the hands of Detective 
J.C. Grannan, who 1s prompted by a sense of duty 
only to do what he car toward overhauling the guilty 
pa'r, without expecting any fee, as Mrs. Kampt is too 
poor to pay. 

The publication of this article and the pictures may 
lead to the identification ofthe elopers. and it would 
be an act of charity on the part of any one who would 
send to Detective Grannan any information relative to 
the whereabouts of Kampf and Miss Vinel. 


DID HE MURDER BOTH OF THEM? 


On Monday, Aug. 3, the body of Katrina Groblewski, 
the first wite of Joseph Grohlewski, who Is now in jail 
in Raymond street, Brooklyn, charged jointly with the 
servant girl, Winifred Hanley, with having caused 
the death of his second wite, Clara, by administering 
arsenic to her, four and a half grains having been 
found in her remains, was exhumed from Holy Cross 
Cemetery and taxen tothe Morgue. This was done by 
Coroner Menninger's orders, and that official acted 
under instructions from the District Attcrney’s office. 
There were certain circumstances attending the death 
of the first wife which, while not evoking suspicion at 
the time, have since, in consequence of subsequent de- 
velopments, assumed a much more serious aspect. The 
counse) for the defense, ever since the rumor was cir- 
culated that the body of the first Mrs. Groblewski was 
to be exhumed, have expressed themselves as being 
very anxious that it should take place, claiming that, 
as their clients denied any gnilt in the ma‘ter, the 
sooner the matter was settled the better it would be 
for them. 

Undertaker Newman. who buried both the women, 
had charge of the exhumation. Tne coffin was found 
in a very good state of preservation, and when it ws 
opened at the Morgue the body was found to be very 
httle decayed, the viscera especially having changed 
very little since death. Dr. Shepard was requested to 
conduct the dissection, and did soin the presence ot 
Drs. Grote and Kent, of the analytical bureau of the 
Health Department. The stomach, duodenum, liver 
and intestines and a quantity of bloody fluids found in 
the cavities of the stomach were removed and taken 
ecbarze of by Dr. Grote. The fluid was put into 
three-quarter gallon jars, and the chemist made 
au quatilutive auatysis of one of the jars, testing 
Tue fluid was oxydized by means of 


for arsenic alone.

hydro chloric acid and chloride of potash and the ac- 
tion of heat. The result thus obtained was placed in a 
Marsh apparatus and three arsenic mirrors were 
quickly formed, baving the usual garlicky smell and 
presenting yellow arsenious sulphides. This test 
proved beyond a doubt that there was arsenic in the 


| body, but it will require a much more lengthy analy- 








jail awaiting the action of the Grand Jury. 





sis to determine the quantity ot poison. Arsenic has 
the property ot preserving anv organic substance with 
which it is brought in contaet, and to this is attributed 
the fact Mrs. Groblewski's body was sowell preserved. 
As soon as Dr. Grote became convinced of the pres- 
ence of arsenic he communicated the fact to Coroner 
Menninger and exhibited to bim the three arsenical 
mirrors, the result of his experiments. He is now at 
work coutinuing the analysis to determine the quan- 
tity ot poison administered to the unfortunate woman. 

The inquest on Groblewski's first wife will be beld 
on the /4th inst., and the additional evidence obtained 
will go a long way toward confirming the im- 
pression that either one or both of the prisoners are 
guilty of the crime with which they are charged. 

Katrina Groblewski, the first wife, died onthe 2d 
of January last, and was then forty-two years of age. 
She had been married nineteen years, and it is said 
that when she was a girl she was -remarkably good- 
looking and intelligent. She was of tbe same nation- 
ality as her husband, a Pole. 

About a year before her death the girl Winifred 
Hanlev was brought tothe house to act asa servant, 
and ber arrival was productive of the very worst re- 
sults. The wife saw that her busband’s affections 
were being rapidly transferred from herself to the in- 
terloper, and as she naturally complained frequent 
and violent quarrels were the result. The culmina- 
tion of this state of affairs was that Mrs. Groblewski 
said that either she or the Hanley girl must leave the 
house, and her busband seeing that she was deter- 
mined tn what she said with a good deal of. réfuctance 
finally discharged the girl. He was then in the saloon 
business at 32 Myrtle avenue, and his wife frequently 
went to the store to assist him on an evening. One 
night early in December a gang of young roughs were 
in the place and refused to pav for several drinks 
they got. Groblewski turned them out, and one of 
them,as he passed the saloon-keeper’s wife, kicked 
her in the side. She fell to the ground and had to be 
carried upstairs to bed. Although Growblewski 
claimed that some of her ribs were broken. he did not 
call in any doctor and gave her very little attention 
himself. She never recovered, and died on the 2d of Jan- 
uary, as above stated. Some of the neighbors informed 
the coroner of the affair and an inquest was ordered. 
Dr. Shepard conducted tbe autopsy and found no 
marks of external injury on the body atall. The kid- 
neys were in a granulated condition, and there were 
other evidences whicb warranted the rendering of the 
verdict that death was caused by kidney disease. At 
this time there was nothing to induce the supposition 
that foul piay had been resorted to, althoagh it was 
known that Groblewski had shamefully neglected 
bis wife. The fact is proved by the words he used in 
speaking to his second wife the day before she died, 
when she asked for a doctor, and when he replied: 
“My first wite died without a doctor and I guess you 
can do the same.” : . 

A few days after the burial of Katrina Groblewski 
the girl Winitred Hanley returned to the house and 
remained up to the time of ber arrest, three weeks 
since. 

She and Groblewski are now in Raymond street 
They 
both preserve a cogged silence and refuse to say 
anything at all concerning the charge made against 
them. 

The District Attorney has all along been of the 
opinion that Groblewski was the chief culprit, al- 
though he believed the girl to bave been accessory be- 
fore or after the act. Acting on this belief, he 
empowered acertain person to see her and give her 
the assurance that if she would turn State’s evidence 
and tell all she knew of the case ail further proceed- 
ings against her would be abandoned. Her answer to 
this proposition was: ‘This is exactly the same offer 
which was made to me by Capt. Campbell, and I can 
only give you the same answer as [ did to him. By the 
memory of my dead mother, Iam entirely innocent 
of doing anything to injure the dead woman, nor do I 
kpow anything about who gave the poision to her.” 

A similar offer was made to Grobiewski, with a simi-. 
lar result. 

A prominent Jewish lawyer of New York who 
speaks the Polish language has been engaged to .cun- 
duct the defense, but where he expects to get his fee 
from isa mystery. The stock and fixtures of the sa- 
loon have been sold for $250, and the major part ot 
this sum has been swallowed up in preliminary ex- 
penses. The gir] Hanley bas no money, 2nd both she 
and he, alleged partners in crime, are practically 
penniless. 


CAUSED BY JEALOUSY AND RUM. 


Chester, a little village in Morris county, N. J., was 
on Tuesday evening, Aug. 4, the scene of a murder, 
the result of jealousy and rum. The victim was James 
W. Laurent and the murderer was Samuel Wade. 
The latter, who is about fifty-five years of age, was for- 
merly a soldier in the Seventy-second New York Vol- 
unteers. Last fall he was awarded a pension and col- 
lected $1,200. Soon afterward be went to board with a 
widow named Swayze. He paid off a mortgage of $400 
for Mrs. Swayze, and contributed liberally toward the 
support of herself and children, and everything went 
well unti] Laurent went to board in.the house. He 
soon supplanted Wade in the widow's affections, and 
Wade, becoming jealous, took todrink. He also be- 
came at times very abusive. At noon on Tuesday 
Laurent ejected Wade from the house,and ‘when 
Wade went bome to supper he was thrown out a sec- 
ond time. He regained the house by a rear door, rau 
up stairs, and brought down a shotgun, which he fired 
at Laurent, killing him instantly. Wade then went 
before a Justice, made a charge against himself and 
was committed to the County Jail. 


MISS VAN WYCK’S MOCK MARRIAGE. 


Application was made at a Special Term of the 
Kings County Supreme Court, August 6th, for the ap- 
pointment of a guardian for Elice Van Wyck. a girl 
nineteen vears of age, whose parents are dead and 
who is heiress tosome property in Nyack. Among the 
young lady’s friends was Edward Grant, of the same age 
of this city, whoon many occasions acted as her escort 
to Sunday school and church sociables. On March 19, 
1884, Miss Van Wyck, Mr. Grant and a number of 
triends went on a straw ride. One of the ladies present 
suggested that two of the party entertain the 
others by going through the ceremony of mar- 
riage. Thinking that it would be a good 
joke Miss Van Wyck and Nvr.Grant voluuteered to 








play the part ef bride and bridegroom. They drove to 
a suburban chureb, and the olticiating clergyman pro- 
nouneed them map and wife. The girl returned to 
her aunt’s bome in Nyack. and young Grant came to 
this city. They never lived together. Miss Van 
Wyck, in her petition for the appointment of a 
guardian, asks to have the marriage annulied. She 
says she was induced tu go through the ceremony 
while away from the restraining Influence of home. 
Grant is a railroad clerk, and is said to be engaged to 
marry a Brooklyn girl. 

Judge Cullen appointed Walter C. Herrick, of Rock- 
land county, as the girl’s guardian. 


DESERTED AT THE ALTAR. 


Paterson, N. J., ia afflicted with two rival Salvation 
Armies—tbe American and the English. The last at- 
traction presented by the American Army was a wed- 
ding. This was to have taken place last week with 
great pomp at the barracks. The intended bridegroom 
was Abram Butterworth, an ex-Coroner and Justice of 
the Peace. Butterworth is a private in the army, and 
is aged about sixty years. Miss Nellie Marshall, a 
maiden of torty, and a lieutenant in the army, was to 
be the bride. The affair had been widely advertised, 
and when the time arrived for the ceremony there 
was an immense attendance of guests, who each paid 
ten cents, and the officers of the army were in’a high 
state of glee. 

The would-he bridegroom met Miss Marshall at a 
meeting of thearmy. A friendshipsprang up between 
them, which soon ripened into love. Miss Marshall, 
atter being made a lieutenant, was transferred to 
Manchester, N. H.,to take command of the barracks 
there. A correspondence was kept up witb Ler lover, 
and in due time he was accepted. Mr. Butterworth 
went for bis bride and returned with ber to Paterson, 
He showed her the nest that he had prepared. 

Everything was going on merrily, but when the 
1ime arrived for the ceremony a damper was put on 
the assembly by the announcement that Miss Marsha!! 
bad reconsidered her intention and had decided not to 
marry. The announcement affecied the assembly in 
about the same manner as a thunderciap would. 
There were expressions of indignation at the conduct 
of Miss Marshall and of sympathy with tbe groom.

A FINE TURTLE RACE. 


{Subject of [ilustration. | 

A trotting race between two of the fastest snapping 
turtles in Philadelpbia, was announced to take place 
recently at Kinsey’s saloon, No. 218 Madison street. 
Tom Maxwel)’s Jumbo, a dark-brown turtle, twenty 
years Old, and Frank McCuskey’s America, a bay turtle 
gelding colt, were the contestants. The distance 
agreed upon was fifteen yards—that is to say, one 
complete circuit of Kinsey’s bar, when moved a couple 
of feet from the wall. The race was to be a single 
heat, and the excitement in the veighborhood of 
‘I'welfih and Vine streetson the evening of the race 
was intense. 

Long before 9 o’clock, the hour appointed for the 
race, both turties were driven up and down the track 
chalked upon the saloon floor, around the long bar, 
for exercise, in thesight of a large crowd of spectators. 
The betting while the animals were showing thcir 
paces, prodded by the bamboo canes of their owners, 
was two to one in favor of the turtle America. Both 
animals showed excellent training, lifting one jeg ata 
time and then putting it down with the regularity of 
clock-work. While the snappers were exercising two 
or three little impromptu brushes took place between 
them, and the laugbter and cheers of the spectators 
were beard as tar as Broad street, while the turtles 
stretched their necks as tar as they were able, and 
with open mouths hoofed, or rather flippered, it over 
the course. 

The wire, a bit of crimson string, was stretched 
from the bar to the east wall of the saloon at 9 o’clock 
precisely; the judges, two of the United States em- 
ploves in Philadelphia, who are too modest to allow 
their names to be given to the public, toak their 
watchesin hand, and the turtles prepared: to start. 
Three or four talse starts were made, McCuskey’s 
America coming down every time nearly a length 
ahead of the dark turtle, and the judges threatened to 
fine McCuskev ten beers if he alloxed his beast to 
reach the wire again before the pole turtle. The 
next attempt was eminently successful, both turtles 
coming down the track at considerable speed and 
passing the wire neck and neck as tbe judges both 
together cried “Go!” 

After the first three feet had been gone over, Max- 
well’s Jumbo was seen nearly four inches in advance 
of America, and the partisans of the old trotter 
ebeered vociferously, and encouraged their favorite 
with cries ot “Go it, snapper!” ‘You'll beat him!” 
“Hi! bi! bi!’ The turtle, apparently awakened by 
the deafening halloos, opened his eyes in terror, 
craned his scaly neck, and, glancing fearfully at his 
competitor, America, who was pawing the flour des- 
perately in order to close the gap, bumped himself 
along the track for all he was worth. 

At the 12-foot chalk-mark both turtles, goaded al- 
most to madness by the prods of their owners, broke 
badly, galloping tor nearly two yards before they 
again settled down. The half distance, or 74-yard 
chalk-line, was passed in three minutes from the wire, 
and when this result was given to the crowd it almost 
went mad with delight. The excited spectators 
watched with strained eyes as the turtles passed the 
three-quarter line and came down the homestretch at 
quite a respectable gait. The snappers trotted neck 
and neck from this point until very near the wire, 
when Maxwell puta pin in the end of his cane and 
stuck it into Jumbo’s bind leg, making that turtle 
jump ahead twice, winning the race in 7:324%.

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“ARRESTING THE SWIMMERS. 


The Police Boat Overhauls Butler and Sund- 
strom.

Dennis F. Batler and Gus Sundstrom, the profes- 
sional swimmers, on Aug. 9, undertook to try which 
was the better man ina race of ten miles, Five bhun- 
dred dollars was wagered to make the thing interest- 
iug. A tug and barge were ready off Pier 2, East 
River, to follow the race. A nickel was tossed up to 
decide whether they should swim up the North River 
or up the East River from Pier 2. It rolled off the 
sturting barge into the water and was lost. Another 
nickel was tossed up and jumped on, and it was found 
that Butler, who favored the East River, had won. 
Then Ned Mallar.an, whose life seems to consist prin- 
cipally of being chosen referee, climbed out on the 
tugboat and ordered the men to get ready. They 
went out of sight, and soon reappeared perched on the 
rail of the barge in bathing costumes limited to trunks 
only. 

Wher the signal was siven both leaped upward and 
out, like frogs, and went down into the water as 
straight as nails Sundstrom got under water first, 
and both went out ofsight. When they camenp again 
both were forging ahead as desperately as though the 
race had only been a hundred yards, and the men who 
crowded around them in thirty small boats yelled un- 
til they could hardiy row. 

Each of the men was followed by asmall boat with 
his own particular friends, and each was accompanied 
by a man wise in the currents and ediies of the river, 
who shouted out advice asto the best road to take. 
Sundstrom swam over on his right side with bis right 
ear in the water and bis 1ight arm always out of 
sight. His left arm was pushed forward over bis head 
and then brought back with a lung sweep. Butler's 
stroke was much the-same, only at every stroke’ his 
head sank cumpletely out of sight beneath the water, 
in a way that made pcople wonder how long it would 
take bim to drown. Both men were working as hard 
as they knew how, and the number of strokes made by 
each was about the same—between thirty-eigbt and 
forty tothe minute, At first they swam side by side, 
but Sundstrom, by reaching further out and viciously 
kicking with his legs, began to creep slowly ahead. 
When they passed under the bridge, fourteen minutes 
atter the start, Sundstrom had gained about two boat 
lengths, and kept forging ahead with that advantage 
for several blocks. 

Meanwhile the wildest excitement was loose on 
the barge, and more small boats were cunstantly 
joining the ‘race from all parts of the river. A small 
young man who sat among kegs and sandwiches on 
the barge was doinga thriving business, and every- 
thing was gay. Even when the police boat Patrol 
hove insight opposite Havemeyer’s sugar houses no 
one was worried, because it seemed natural that po- 
licemen should want to see how things were getting 
along. Even when the Patrol lowered a boat and 
policemen crowded into it no one was alarmed but the 
young man witb the beer, for everybody supposed 
that they were only coming over to gather bim in. 
But beer was not the only thing the policemen were 
after. Instead of making for the barge they struck 
out for Sundstrom, who was now about half a length 
bebind Butler, with half the river bet ween them. 

Just as he was reaching out for an extra long stroke 
a white boat shot in front otf him, and policemen 
leaned over and ordered him to crawlin. He crawled 
in, and Butler, who saw the performance, crawled 
into his friend’s boat. Both swimmers had slipped off 
their swimming trunks as soon as they had got iuto 
the water. 

The crowd on the barge began to yell and biss at the 
police, and those in the little boats who were far 
enough off joined in and helped them. Meanwhile 
Butler's friends were rowing him off with all speed. 
This hurt the feelings of Sundstrom, who didn't want 
to be alone, and he dived overboard and undertook to 
obtain his own freedom by scooting along under the 
water toward bis brother’s boat. The police waited for 
bim to come up, and then one drew his club and an- 
other a revolver, and all yelled at him to come back 
At the appearance of the club Sundstrom only stood 
on his head and stuck his long legs out of the water. 
But the revolver persuaded him, and he let bimself

Then Butler was gathered in, and both were lugged 
off to the police boat. 

The police explained that the charge was violation 
ot the Sunday law, and, after gathering in the pale 
young man and his aides, they departed.

The Mysterious Killing of a Well-Known Brook- 
lynite.

Just at a time when Myrtle avenue, Brooklyn, was 
Most crowded with pedesirians and vehicles on the 
| afternoon offAug. 10-—short!y after 4 o’clock— Mr. Albert 
| R. Herrick separated himselt trom the throng at Pearl 
street, and walked on down that street to his home, 
Nu. 339, only halfa block from the corner. ‘I'he wife 
of Druggist Herman F. Franck, whose establishment 
is at Myrtle avenue and Pearl street, was standing at 
her door as Mr. Herrick passed, and he spoke pleas- 
antly to her and passed on and up the steps, to his 
home. 

Mrs. Franck almost immediately afterward walked 
down Pearl street, a little way beyond Mr. Herrick's 
house, and then, turning about, she started back 
toward Myrtle avenue. Just as she got in front of 339 
she heard peculiar noises proceeding from the base- 
ment of the house. It sounded to the woman as if 
some one was trying to get out of the door, and, being 
prevented, was knocking articles of furniture about in 
the most excited way. Then there was the loud re- 
port of a pistol. Hardly had the sound died away 
when the basement deor leading out into the areaway 
from under the stairs was thrown violently open and 
Mr. Herrick, his clothing covered with bis own biood 
and a streaiu of bicod flowing from a horrible wound 
in bis breast, staggered up the steps. As he got into 
the air he gasped, ‘‘Murder! burglar! police!” and 
clutching wildly for support sank senseless upon the 
fron grating on which he had stood. 

Paralyzed with fear and horror at what shcsaw, Mrs. 
Franck stood looking at the bloody form of her friend 
until he tell. Then, with suddenly recovered energy, 
she flew, bareheaded as she was. to the First Precinct 
station bouse, in Washington street, and in hysterical 
screams told them there what had occurred. Sergeant 
Dodge and a posse of officers started at once for the 
scene of the crime, and found the gaping crowd press- 
ing against the fron railing behind which the motion- 
less figure of Herrick was still lying, his blood drir- 
ping slowly into the cellar underneath. Raising the 
man to a sitting position, the sergeaut looked into bis 
blood-smeared face and saw that he was dead. Death 
had come, probably. asthe words Mrs. Franck heard 
him pronounce were uttered. 

The body was carried back through the basement 
and up stairs into the darkened parlor above, and the 
Police then busied themselves in tryingto find the 
murderer. There was no onein tbe house, and the 
back basement door, leading into the little plot at the 
rear ot the house, standing open, showed where the 
murderer had gone. Detectives Looney, Chambers, 
and Lowery had by this time found a ‘lady, Mrs. Sam- 
mis, ot No. 238 Jay street, the window in whose room 
overlooked Mr. Herrick’s back yard. She was sitting 
at her window at the time the crime was committed. 
She heard two pistol shots come from Mr. Herrick’s 
house, and then saw a map whom she described to be 
about twenty years old, ratber stout, and dressed in 
dark clotbes, emerge from the basement, run across 
the yard, climb the fence, along which he crawled 
until he got to the fence running behind the houses in 
Myrtle avenue. Along this second fence the man 
scrambled until he got tothe yard in the rear of No. 
59 Myrtle avenue. Here he dropped down, and, tun- 
ning into the hall which goes right through the hoase, 
disappeard. The woman's description is vague in the 
extreme, but, taken with; other circumstances, the 
detectives think they know the murderer and where 
to find him within 2 hours. 

{In the meantime an examination of the dead mzn’'s 
body showed that he had been shot in the left breast 
with a large pistol, the bullet of which had entered a 
little to the left of the heart and passed just above that 
organ iato the body. In Herrick's right hand was 
still tightly clutched the end of a tallow candle, which 
evidently had but recently been lighted and extin- 
guished. The front. basement door, through which 
Herrick staggered to the area, opens into a narrow 
hallway, which runs almost the entire depth of the 
house. ‘Through this door the detectives found a hole, 
which it was evident had been recently made by a 
bullet, and just opposite the hole the bullet was found 
flattened out in the crevice of tbe brick wall which in 
part supported the front stairway. From the fact that 
just at the foot of the cellar stairs some washtubsstanm.!- 
ing there are spattered and stained with blood, and a 
long, bright red line leads up the cellar stairs, thronzh 
and along the hall, up the basement steps, terminating 
in the pool in the area, it is made apparent that He;- 
rick received bis death wound at the point where the 
bloody trail begins. For some weeks past Mr. Herrick 
lived alone in the house with his young stepson—his 
wife and child being in the country—and he has on 
several occasions expressed his fear that burglars 
would get into the building during the daytime, when 
he and his stepson were generally both away. In 
the afternoon early he went driving with a friend, 
coming back at ahouj{,4 o’clock. 

The theory of the police as to the murder is that 
Herrick, on gotng into the dining-room, as was his 
custom, heard a noise as of some one moving about 
coming from the cellar. His first thought was of 
burglars, and, securing his candle, he lighted it and 
started down the cellar stairs, which led from the rear 
ot the hail. He got to the toot ofthe stairs, when he 
encountered the burglar who had gone to the cellar 
when be heard some one enter, and grappled with 
him. Then he was shot. and, releasing the man, he 
Tan up the stairs and along the hall. The burwlar fol- 
lowed him, and in the hall fired another shot, which 
missed the wounded man and went through the door. 
The murderer then made bis escape. The police could 
not find that anything had been stolen from the house, 
or that any ofthe doors or windows had been forced. 
The niurderer probably got into the house by means 
of the back basement door, using skeleton keys.

If Keenan had fought as 
well when be met Mitchell as he did when he fought Jack Demp- 
ecy he would no doubt have reversed the result. 


Mike Cleary and Dominick McCaffrey will fight in 
September. Parson Davies, who ix managing the affair, gives Me- 
Caffrey $1,000 win or lose. There is a little ncrsonal feeling be- 
tween the two men, and a savage fight is expected. 


Chas. E. Davies, the Parson, of Chicago, is eager to 
back Jack Burke, the Irish Lad, against any pugilist in America, 
except John L. Sullivan, Paddy Ryan preferred. A glove con- 
test between Burke and Ryau would draw a big house in Chicago. 


Billy Frazier, since Jack Dempsey has relinquished 
the title of light-weiit champion, lays claim to it, and is prepared 
to hold it against all comers, In case a fight cannot be arranged 
between Demypscy and Carney, Frazier will be chosen to meet the 
Britisher. 


At Fall River, Mass., on Aug. 6, the glove contest 
between George La Blanche and Pcte McCoy ended in a draw. La 
Blanche knocked McCoy cown twice in the second round, but in 
the third and fourth rounds MeCoy held his own and it was any- 
body's contest. 


Dick Collier, the well-known English pugilist, of 
Leicester, Eng., intends to visit this country shortly. He is twen- 
tv-four years old, and is about 5 feet 844 inches in height, his 
weight is 160 pounds. On his arrival he intends to challenge some 
of the heavy weights. 


Jack Murtagh, of Hartford, Conn., challenges John 
Fay, of Rockville, Conn., to box cither according to London or 
Queensbury rules, for $250 a side. Fay is the pugilist who was 
defeated by dim Fell in Athictic Hall last winter, and who recently 
knocked out George Rooke. 


Pat Sheedy has written a letter to Paddy Ryan offer- 
ing to arrange a 4-round glove fizht between him and Sullivan_in 
some of the large Western cities. Paddy in reply says that it must 
be G6 rounds or to a finish, and he prefers Ithe latter programme to 
any that can be arranged. 


Mike MoCoole recently hada turn up with a burly 
steamboat hand at Memphis and gave him a sound thrashing.. 
McCoole’s opponent probably was not aware that he was trying to 
conquer a pugilist who had won many battles in the 24-foot ring, 
and who was in 1867 and 1868 the champion of America. 


Al. Marx, of Texas, who recently fought Jim Con- 
ners, writes that in his recent contest with Conners in this city 
“that the referce was a friend of Conpers and that he did not re- 
ecive fair play.” Marx says: ‘‘I will meet Conners again with 
bare kuuckles, in a private room, with three men on a side. I am 
confident I can ‘do’ him in one round.” 


It is now a settled fact that John L. Sullivan, the 
champion pugiiast of the world, and Dominick McCaffrey, of Phila- 
delphia, are to meet in the orthodox 24-foot ring. Arrangements 
were male Aug. 7 for the men to meet in the arcna at Chester 
Park, Cincinnati, on Aug. 31, and box 4 rounds according to 
“Police Gazette” rules, the winner to receive the whole of the 
gat: receipts. Sullivan will go into training under the experienced 
eye of Patsy Sheppard on Monday, gt a quiet retreat near Boston. 
Me Caffrey, with Alf. Lunt, the well-known trainer, arrived in this 
city from Philadelphia yesterday. McCaffrey called at the 
Po.ice Gazetrs office to see Richard K. Fox in reference to the 
‘Police Gazette’ diamond champion belt. McCaffrey said he 
was willing, win or lose his coming match with Sullivan, to meet 
any ma_ inthe world for the emblem which represents the pugil- 
istic championship of the world. 


John L. Sullivan, m reference to his glove contest with 
Dominick MeCaffrey at Chester Park, Cincinnati, says: *‘I see Mc- 
Cailrey says he would never have engaged to box or fight me but for 
my blowing what I would do with bim. Let me say right here I 
have never done any blowing, for I believe the proof of the pudding 
is the cating of it. McCaffrey blowed in grand style until I went 
to face him in Philadelphia. Then, seeing I was on hand for busi- 
ness, he wilted, and the intervention of the police and my arrest 
followed. The majority of the people know how and why this was 
done. McCaffrey was saved for further service in the way of fight- 
ing for gate money. I propose to meet him now in Cincinnati. I 
am assured that he means business, and that IJ shall be protected 
from police interference and arrest. 1 don't intend to run my neck 
into a halter for the sake of downing a chap like McCaffrey. I 
think I can do him in 1 round if I take the notion. At any rate I'll 
down him to the queen's taste.”

The ‘‘Referee” states that | am continually chalienging Frank 
White, the feather-weight puzilist, but fail to put up any money. 
lo the first place, White is not a feather weight, nor can he fight as 
such, but uses the cloak of feather weight when he wants to get 
out of a match with »e light weight, which he (White) is. When 





| the “Referee” says I fail to put any wmoacy, he (the “Referee’’) 


must not be aware of the fact that White and myself and backer 
arrauged a match at Geo. Neremac’'s sporting house to fight to a 
finish (catch weight) for $1,000 a side, posting $250 with Noremac 
as temporary stakeholder, and White, after reading the articles of 
agreement and signing same, backed out, saying he wanted me to 
fight at 122 pounds, which would be impossible for me and be in 
condition. I then offered to fight at 132 or catch weight, but White 
would not consent, and ordered the articles torn up, which was 
done and match declared off. The ‘‘Keferee’’ further states that I 
have not a 3 to 1 chance to become light-weight champion, owing to 
being defeated by Jack Dempsey twice. which is untrue, as! never 
fought him but once, that being at Coney Island for $300. There is 
mo ground there for my not becoming a light-weight cham- 
pion, as he has proven himself a phenomenon and defeated them 
all ia less time than he beat me. I don’t see why I should get this 
cut up. When I challenged Dempsey I put up a deposit, as Richard 
K. Fox, the authority on sporting matters, knows, and I don’t sign 
my name as light-weight champion, nor do I wish to become 
champion through paper talk; but the light weightship being open 
te all just now, I think I have as much right to look for it as the 
next. Buy Dacey. 


It is very dificult nowadays to understand what the 
pugilists are doing in the way of match making. One day it is 
reported that John L. Sullivan and Paddy Ry1n have agreed to 
meet in the arena and box 6 rounds on Aug. 18, and that a Cincin- 
nati deputy-sheriff, newspaper reporter and a manager of the base- 
ball grounds in Cincinnati were to manage the affair. Just when 
the sporting public are confident that Sullivan and Ryan are to 
meet the match is declared off. Now, here is the history of the 
affair: John L. Sullivan and Paddy Ryan agreed to meet in the 
roped arena, at Cincinnati, under the manazemest of Jere Dunn. 
It was the latter's idea to have the gladiators meet on the baseball 
grounds or the Chester Park race-track, Dunn intended to write to 
Campbell, at Cincinnati, to know ifthe men would be allowed to 
meet on the race-track. In the meantime Dunn met the corres- 
pondent of a Cincinnati paper who said he was going to Cincin- 
nati and Dunn gave him ‘sealed instructions’ to Campbell, ex- 
pecting a direct answer. Several days elapsed but Dunn did not 
hear from Campbell or his messenger, but what was his surprise to 
read a dispatch that Sailivan and Ryan had been matched to box at 
Chester Park, Cincionati, under the management of the newspaper 
correspondcnt, the deputy-sheriff and the baseball grouud manager. 
Dunn at once called on Ryan, and found that the trio had been to 
see the ex-champion and wanted him to meet Sullivan on Arg. 18, 
and that he had partially promised, having been misinformed 
that Sullivan had agreed to. The Cinci ti gers then went to 
Boston, and Sullivan, supposing that Duon had sent them to make 
arrangements, also agreed to meet Ryan. In the meantime Jere 
Dunn was or the track of the schemers, and he notitied Sullivan 
how he stood in the matter. The result was that both the champion 
and Ryan refused to goon with the match. Since it is reported 
that Dunn has compromised the matter with Campbell, and that 
the rivals are t» mect at Cincinnati on Aug. 31, but there is noth- 
ing certain about the proposed meeting. Both Ryan and Sullivan 
are eager to meet. Sullivan is confident he can defeat Ryan, hav- 
ing done so once, while the ex-champion is just as confident. The 
sporting pablic from Maine to Oregon are eager to see them once 
more in battle array, and if a match is satisfactorily arranged 
thousands will travel to witness the contest. 


In the Opera House at Rawlins, Wyoming, on July 
31, Jobn P. Clow, of Denver, and Harry P. Hynds, of (ievenne, 
fought for $1.000 and the championship of Colorado and Wyoming; 
according to ‘‘Police Gazette” rules. with 2}4-ounce gloves, made 
by Asa Butts, of Paterson, N. J. Clow is of Scotch-Lrish descent, 
twenty-two years old, and weighed 157 pounds. He holds the title 
of champion middle-weight of Colorado, and is possessor of the 
**Police Gasette”’ medal for the champion boxer of that State. 
Hynds is twenty-four years of age, ani fought at 163 pounds. It 
was his second appearance in the ring. The contest took place in 
the presence of 800 people. Clow was backed in the contest by E. 
E. Gaylord, of Deuver, the purse being $500 a side and all the ree 
ceipts to the winner. Howard Halverson, of Cheyenne, who is in 
business with Hynds, acted as his backer. The trainer and second 
for Clow was Frank Hayes, the Potice Gazerre correspondent of 
Denver, Col., the Boston light-weight, George A. Morrison, formere 
ly of Leadville, acting in a like capacity for Hynds. The ring was 
pitched on the opera house stage. When the time for the contest 
bad arrived, W. B. Masterson, of Dodge City, appeared as umpire 
for Clow, and Morgan as umpire for Hynds. These two, after the 
usual amount of preliminary talk, agreed upon George F. Morgan, 
of Cheyenne, for referee, while Jeff R. Smith. of Denver, and B. 
D. Murray, of Cheyenne, were named for timekeepers. A tremene 
dous amount of money was wagered on the result in pools and side 
bets, and before the fight began $20,000 was invested. Betting was 
brisk up to the last moment at even rates, Cheyenne backing Hynds, 
while Rawlins and the visitors from distant points. placed their 
money on Clow. Not les: than $20,000 was staked when, at 8:45 
o'clock, time was called fer the first round. 


Rounp 1—At the referee's call both men sprang to the center and 
sparred fully for an opening. Hynds led short with his left. 
Clow parried and led with his left, landing solidly on his oppo- 
nent’s breast. Hynds then feinted with his right and was met by 
a light left from Clow, who was apparcntly waiting for a chance to 
use his right. Hynds then landed soliily on Clow’s breast with 
his right. which Clow followed with a left lead and a right upper 
cut. Clow again led with the left and the men came together, fol- 
lowed by a clear break. Clow then led left and right and Hynds 
came in with a short right, which Clow mct by throwing his left 
shoulder into his opponent's ribs, thus ending a round in which 
good sparring was shown on both sides, Clow having the advantage 
fo the length of his leads. 


Rounp 2—Hynds made a right Icad which Clow met with a left 
cross countcr. Hynds then attempted a right lower but fell short 
and low, showing that the movement in point had not been 
mastered. He was cautioncd by the referee. A strong Icft from 
Hynds was now landed solidly on the upper part of Clow’s breast, 
sending him to his seat on the floor, from which: he instantly re- 
covered. Clow made a left lead and Hynds followed with right and 
left. neither landing too solidly. After some wary sparring the 
round was brought to a close, with Hynds sniffing audibly as 
though distressed in the nose. In this round Hynds made his best 
showing. ’ 


Rounp 3—Clow led off with a left upper and followed with a 
right lower, wh pon Hynds’ backers shouted “‘Foul.”” The ref- 
eree failed to recognize the claim. Clow then led solidly with his 
left, and followed with a right upper, which caught Hynds at the 
base of the jaw, and sent him to grass. Hynds staggered to his 
fect and moved toward his corner, when Clow followed him up and 
knocked him down three times in succession with right and left 
hits. Hynds struggled to his feet again and stood the round out, 
showing remarkable pluck and eadurance. 

Rounp 4—Considering the punishment he had received, Hynds 
came up in good form. Clow led with his right and threw his head 
clear of Hynds’ right lead. Clow then hit right and left solidly, 
led with the left again and the men came together. The break was 
followed by a right upper cut from Clow, which had its effect. 
Hynds now made an effort to get in a strong blow, but missed. 
Clow again led with the left and Hynds returned the compliment, 
when Clow hit rapidly right and left, closing the round with a 
right upper cut. Hynds was evidently distressed, but showed his 
great courage all through the round. 


Roump 5.—Both men came up in good form and Clow started in 
with aright and left lead followed by two ‘eft uppers in succes- 
sion and a strong right, which seemed to stagger Hynds. Hynds 
then landed solidly with his left on Clow's breast, which Clow 
followed with a light left lead. Both sparred for wind and then 
Clow again led lightly with the left to make way for a right upper, 
which Hynds neatiy stepped back to avoid. This was Clow's 
round, he making all the leads but one, and ¢vidently looking for a 
chance to finish his opponent. 

SixtH anv Last nounp.—Both stepped up briskly. Clow led 
off with his left, followed with the right and then led again with 
the left, Hynds showing no ability to guard either blow. Clow’s 
next lead was a left upper and Hynds met it with a right cross- 
counter, in which his shortness of reach as compared with his 
opponent was shown. Another light feint with the left from Clow 
was followed with a tremendous right upper landing solidly under 
Hynds’ left jaw and sending him senseless to the floor, where he 
remained full 20 seconds, when the referee declared the contest in 
favor of John P. Clow, who now holds the championship of Wyo- 
ming, Colorado and Texas. and is ready to meet any pugilist in 
the country. John L. Sullivan barred. The result was received 
with cheers, both sides being satisfied that the best man had won,

the second at 240 yards, and the start is 60 yards before entering 
the turn. The track should be graded around the turns like the 
track of a railroad or circus, the outer portion highest, so that o 
horse can extend himself at full speed.

At Lewiston, Me.,om Oct. 19, 1883, he 
defeated Mike Barry, of Portland, Me. In 1883 he also figured in 
the following contests: Jan. 28. in Boston, he defeated George 
Smith in a6-round glove contest fora purse of $50. Feb. 28, he 
met Tommy McManus, of Lowell, Mass., in a glove contest, and 
after 6 rounds the referee awarded him the purse, $50. March 21 
he defeated Tom Bates, champion middle weight of England, in 5 
rounds, for a purse of $100. On May 7 he had a set-to with Jimmy 
Hurst at the Kilrain-Sheriff contest. at Cambridgeport, Mass., and, 
being out of condition, Hurst bested him. June 13 he fought 
Jimmy Hurst, for a purse of $100, 6 rounds, at the Criterion Club, 
Boston. Hurst injuring himself by a fall inthe sixth round, being 
unable to finish, and La Blanche was‘ declared the winner. 
La Blanche’s best battle was with Ned Harnetty, and his last 
battle with Pete McCoy ended in a draw. 


J. W.8., Philadelphia, Pa.—G. Bubear was born at Crediton, 
Devonshire, in 1859; stands 5 feet 844 inches high, and weighs in 
condition about 170 pounds. He joined the Hammersmith Alliance 
Boat Club about six years ago, was victorious in several club 
events, including the Junior Sculls, and in November, 1880, won 
the Barnes handicap. Bubear’s first match for money was with 
Henry Hawkins, of Putney (who rowed third for Doggett’s Coat in 
1879)—Putney Aqueduct to Mortlake—for £25 a side, which he won 
by three lengths, in 25 minutes 5 seconds. Next he was pitted against 
Dave Godwin, and they rowed for £50 a side—Putney Aqueduct 
to Mortlake—on March 2, 1481. when Godwin won easily. Time, 24 
minutes 42 seconds. Bubear’s friends not being satisfied. another 
match was made on precisely the same terms, which came off on 
Friday, Dec. 23, 1881, and Godwin again was victorious. Time. 26 
minutes 25 seconds, Beat James Rix, of Richmond—Putney to 
Mortlake—for £50 a side, Feb. 11, 1882. Time, 24 minutes 34 sec- 
onds. Received £15 forfeit from J. Flynn. the Irish American . 
beaten by Siivester Gookin, for £50 side, full Thames course: 
beat D. Silver (the latter with 5 seconds), £50 a side, Putney to 
Mortlake, March 20, 1482. Time, 26 minutes 5 seconds. Beat James

tersea, for £50 aside and a gift of £100, Putney Aqueduct to Mort- 
lake, Dec. 23, 1882, after a fine race to Chiswick, by rather more 
than a length. Time, 26 minutes 6 seconds. The water vers 
rough. Bubear's last match prior to the one under notice was wiih 
Jack Largan (lateof Wandsworth), over the full course—Putney to 
Mortlake—for £200 aside. This wok place on Aug. 20, 1883, and 
although Largan led close on four lengths before Hammersmith 
Riidge, Bubear did just as he liked afterward, and eventually won 
very easily by four lengths, in the fast time of 22 minutes 38 sec- 
onds, which has never been beaten iu a championship match. On 
Jan. 26, 1884, he defeated Wm. Elliott oser the Thames Champion- 
ship course, rowing the distance in 30 minutes 38 seconds, winning 
by nearly ‘ive lengths. Beaten by Wallace Ross, who conceded him 
10 neconds’ start, over the Thames Championship course.
